Don’t Think 
War Inevitable! 


George Kennan, State Department 
Counselor, is stepping out after years of 
excellent service. Author of the present 
Soviet policy which was to aid those coun- 
tries resisting Communism, his plan has 
_ considerable success despite defeats in 

ia. 

' His plan has been somewhat distorted 
into an anti-Communist crusade. This was 
not his basic idea. His theory was that 
peoples should be allowed a free choice 
and that if strong enough economically, 
they would not be afraid to make a politi- 
cal choice against Communism. Kennan 
lists four principles for the future. In 
brief, they are: | 

1. This country should “never make the 
mistake of regarding war as inevitable 
and theréby writing off the chance of 
peace.” 

‘2. The American people must maintain 
an “adequate defense posture” and do so 
over a long period of time “if necessary.” 
(It probably will be necessary.) 

3. Among friendly nations abroad the 
United States must develop and maintain 
the reputation of being “a determined peo- 

le and reliable allies.” At the same time, 
t must do what it can to stimulate the rec- 
gre by Allied countries that the Unit- 

States has no “ulterior motives” in 
maintaining a solid front with other coun- 
tries against Russian pressure. 

4. On the home front the United States 
must demonstrate “that we are making a 
success of our own national defense,” 
which will offer foreigners.more convinc- 
ing proof than any propaganda of the ef- 
fectiveness of American democracy. 

We believe Mr. Kennan soundly based. 
We must not abandon the idea of peace. 
The Soviets are not presently committed 
to war. Whatever the reasons, indications 
are they will postpone it. The United Na- 
tions is showing hopeful vitality. 

Certainly we must prove reliable allies. 
We must not become jittery or hysterical. 
And we must offer hope to those who want 
to go our way. Millions everywhere want 
to believe in the United Nations. Never 
before in history has there been so much 
feeling against war as an arbiter of human 
destinies. 

Let Americans recognize the fact that 
we are in for a long period of costly de- 
fensive ation, and that we must pay 
the cost in dollars to achieve the victory of

TOKYO—Exactly five years after he made 
the momentous decision that it would be intol- 
; erable further to oppose an enemy that was pre- 
pared to rain down upon the Japanese islands a fantastic new 


weapon called the atomic bomb, Emperor Hirohito finds himself 
happier than he has been in 25 years. 


That is the solemn opinion expressed to me today by Yasumasa 
Matsudaira, grand master of ceremonies of the imperial household. 
Matsudaira is a ‘neat, intelligent Japanese, given to light gabardine 


suits, brown polka dot bow ties and a lively interest in all things 
American. 


As Matsudaira explains it, the last time happiness encloaked 
the quiet, studious, bespectacled Emperor was in the middle 1920s 
when he erijoyed for a time a slight surcease from the pressures 
which specialized groups have been putting on Japanese emperors 
since the roots of history. 


cas Hirohito at that time had just re- 
Visit to England turned to Japan from a visit to Eng- 
land where he had sat down with King George V at a few pri- 
vate meals and listened—with awe—to the British monarch’s ex- 
planation of a constitutional monarchy. 


Hirohito returned filled with a hope that he could effect such 
changes in Japan, but he was unable to stem the rising tide of 
fiercé nationalism which eventually led to Pearl Harbor. 


He could not buck the tide, Matsudaira remarked sadly, when 
one of the rambunctious “young officers” openly criticized Hiro- 
hito for playing golf and tennis because these favorite games of his 
were Western sports. 


The news got to Hirohito and he gave up the sports, even 
though, as Matsudaira carefully pointed out, the young officer in 
quéstion must have been drunk when he said it. 

The trip to England produced another important change in 
Hirohito, Matsudaira told me. It made him uncomfortable in his 
role of deity. 

Several years ago when the Emperor renounced the ancient 
claims he said to his friend Matsudaira: 

“It is a.relief to give up the god status. I never really felt 


‘ more than just a man. The people made me a god, That is the 
/ 


truth.” 

Hirohito is content with his condensed authority under Gen- 
eral MacArthur, his devoted master of ceremonies said, for it gives 
him more time to spend with his beloved tracts on biology—the 
ruling study of his life. 


No Veto His rule today extends mainly to the placing of his 
| seal on laws passed by the diet. But he has no veto 
power. The laws would still be laws without his stamp. 

Hirohito’s power is described only as the “power of attesta- 
tion,” but he remains a well-loved figure to the Japanese people 
and they are proud of the way in which he has adjusted himself 
to the American rule. 

“The Emperor is more beloved than ever,” Matsudaira said 
with obvious sincerity, “for how we see him at our fairs and ex- 
hibitions in a way that was once impossible.” | 

The Emperor sees few Americans. Twice each year he pays 
a formal call on General MacArthur. The General does not re- 
turn the call, but the General is very fond of the Emperor and 
grateful to him for his whole-hearted co-operation. 

The Emperor, by the same token, is grateful to thé General 
for the manner in: which he has conducted the occupation. 

The Emperor has also made it plain to various missionary 
groups that have called upon him that he will never forget the 
Christian work that has been spread among his people, though he 
himself remains and will continue to remain a practitioner of 
Shintoism.

Now It’s Malik’s Turn To- Take It

LAKE SUCCESS, Aug. 23—The United States and Britain, after taking it for three weeks, 


started dishing it out to the Soviet Union Wednesday and it 


is apparent that the remaining 


meetings of the United Nations Security Council ganda battle. 


The presidency of Jacob A. Malik, Soviet 
representative, is hardly likely to produce 31 
days that shook the world, but it has certainly 
compelled the Council to drop any attempt to 
transact business before Sept. 1, when Sir Glad- 
wyn Jebb, British representative, will take over, 

The Soviet Government obviously intends for 
Malik to save his best surprise for the last, but 
whether this will take the form of another walk- 
out, which is now rather old hat, or will bring 
a dazzling Soviet offer to set up a “democratic” 
world government with Moscow as the capital, 
is something that nobody here—including prob- 
ably Malik himself—seems to know. 


In any event, present circumstances are 
hardly propitious for a calm and judicious 
study of the kind of government Korea 
should have once the Communist invasion 
ef South Korea has been turned back. It is 
now an open secret that Sir Benegal N. Rau, 
Indian representative, will not present his 
much talked-about resolution to set up a 
Security Council committee for this pur- 
pose—it would be composed of the six small 
powers, or non-permanent members of the 
Council—until after Malik’s term as presi- 
dent expires. 


Whether Sir Benegal will ever do so would 
seem to depend upon his obtaining at least the 
acquiescence of the United States, which so 
far has remained so eloquently silent that sev- 
eral other members of the Council, whose votes 
would be necessary, have adopted a wait-and- 
see attitude, 

The reluctance of the United States is under- 
standable, since Sir Benegal, in hopes that this 
would win the approval of the Soviet Union, 
has drafted instructions to the committee which 
omit any reference to the Security Council’s pre- 
vious resolutions calling for a cease-fire and 
authorizing the use of armed forces for the de- 
fense of South Korea. Moreover, at the time 
the Indian representative made his suggestion a 
week and a half ago news from the front was 
so bad that it seemed that United States forces 
might be thrown into the sea before other United 
Nations ground troops made their appearance. 


In the past few days, however, the tide seems 
to have turned, and unless Communist China 
should decide to intervene, the ultimate success 
of Gen. MacArthur's forces appears to be as- 
assured. i 

Once the back of the Communist offensive is 
broken, moreover, the end might come quickly, 
and there would seem to be every reason why 
a decision should be reached now on the follow- 
ing vital questions: Is Gen. MacArthur to be 
allowed to advance beyond the 38th parallel? 
What can be done to eliminate some of the un- 
gavory elements of the Republic of Korea? 
Above all, what is to be done with North Korea? 


The American, Indian and other delegations 
already are grappling with these problems, and 
on one thing there seems to be unanimous agree- 
ment (Malik excepted). It would make no sense 
merely to restore the status quo ante bellum. 
Merely to drive the North Korean forces back to 
their side of the frontier, and leave their Com- 
munist government to start another offensive 
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whenever the United Nations was busy with 
something else, has nobody’s approval. 

Furthermore, the General Assembly’s Korean 
resolutions of 1947, 1948 and 1949 all emphasized 
that a single government must be set up for the 
éntire peninsula. The General: Assembly also 
recognized the Republic of Korea as the sole 
legal government in Korea. 

A speech by Warren R. Austin last week 
seemed to indicate that the United States dele- 
gation was playing with the idea that these 
resolutions, together with the Security Council's 
June 25 resolution, which called for the re- 
establishment of peace and security “in the 
area,” constitute authorization for Gen. Mac- 
Arthur to continue his advance to the Soviet 
border. 

This thesis, however, is disputed by several 
other members of the Security Council, who 
insist that a further authorization would be 
necessary and that, apart from the legal ques- 
tion, such action would create a bad effect in 
Asia. If Malik stays in the Security Council he 
would naturally veto such a _ resolution, but 
there would seem to be no difficulty about get- 
ting it adopted by the General Assembly. And 
since that body will convene Sept. 19, there 
should be enough time. 

It has been assumed that once the entire 
peninsula is under United Nations control, the 
next thing would be to hold elections to decide 
the further government, and Austin’s speech re- 
vealed that the United States wants them to be 
held on the basis that the Republic of Korea’s 
jurisdiction would be extended over North 
Korea automatically. 

The difficulty is that there is a strong 
probability that this would result in an 
overall Communist majority if the elections 
were held before the communization of 
North Korea had been undone, and before a 
United Nations reconstruction program had 
assuaged the bitterness of North and South 
Korea against the destruction of their homes 
during their liberation by United: Nations 
forces. In that case Communism would win 
by an election what it failed te obtain by 
an invasion. 

Discussions here are turning on the poss!- 
bility of expanding the powers of the present 
United Nations Commission for Korea so that it 
could carry out a reconstruction and re-educa- 
tion program before it held the elections. But 
this will not be easy, for, according to a speech 
over the weekend by Dr. John M. Chang, the 
Republic of Korea’s representative, the Republic 
not only would resist operations of such a come 
mission in South Korea but wants to assert its 
complete authority over North Korea. 

The problem obviously will require intense 
study, and some students already have decided 
that the United Nations and the United States 
will have to take determined measures to bring 
about a more realistic attitude in the Republic 
of Korea toward this and the badly needed 
reforms. They think the problem is similar to 
Gen. George C. Marshall’s attempt in 1946 to 
induce Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to reform 
the Chinese Nationalist Government, and it is 
hoped: here that the United Nations will have 
better success. :

There is no doubt of their personal loyalty.

It Pays To Count Your Money

If you are a budget buyer, you’d better count your money thoroughly or else pray 
that there’ll be pennies from heaven somewhere along the buy-lines. The dollar today 
is worth just 42 cents, just one cent more than it was in 1948 when it hit an all-time low 
of 41 cents. At no time since 1913—the year before World War I began—has the pur- 
nae power of the dollar been its real value of 100 cents. 


I'm a_ spendthrift, you 
think? Hardly! I’m the original 
budget buyer, and these little 
monetary musings are based 
entirely on those cheerful little 
earfuls of cash costs released by 
the Uncle Sam’s Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics. 


After World War II, in 1918, 
when the United States picked 
up its threads of a life pattern to 
complete, the dollar amounted 
to only 60 cents. The value 
dropped, though in 1920 to 49 
cents, the year the League of 
Nations came into existence, 
and then zoomed up again to 58 
cents in the year 1929. But it 
was destined to zoom down, for 
the much heralded “Coolidge 
prosperity” of those years col- 
lapsed in the stock market crash 
of October, 1929 when the losses 
were estimated at $50,000,000, 
affecting 25,000,000 persons.
